OPENS BIG PROGRAM

Itie cooperation of the three big 


agencies of finance in the govern- 
ment is the first step in a program 
of acceleration -which has just been 
determined upon as a means of as- 
sisting one of the_~basic industries 
of the nation—namely agriculture, 
on vi hose purchasing power the rest 
of the nation is dependent. 


The initial mo\e came in the deci- 


sion of the farm hoard to carry on 
until next August through the Oot- 
ton Stabilization corporation^ about 
1,300,000 bales unless in the mean- 
time the price advances to or above 
the purchase price. This means that 
the quantity hanging over the cot- 
ton market which, has been a source 
of apprehension

REVIVAL DUE, 
DAWES THINKS 


Sees End of General De- 


pression by Summer or 


Fall of Next Year 


Belfast, Northern Ireland —C43) 


Ambassador Dawes, 
speaking as 


guest of honor at an official lunch- 
eon at tne city hall todayr predicted 
the end of the current worldwide in- 
dustrial and trade depression by the 
summer or fall of next year. 


"The business fool of 1929 was he 


who had.no fear," he said. 


The ambassador's address <was an 


analysis of "present worldwide in- 
dustrial and trade depression, 
its 


cause, and its probable duration." 


General Dawes said he would :not 


fall into the common error of trav- 
elers of discussing questions of lo- 
cal industry, 
but that .in- Belfast, 


which is a center of world wide busi- 
ness, he -could properly discuss the 
present worldwide depression, since 
as nearly everywhere else, it is hav- 
ing^its serious local effect. 


Tlie ambassador'? 
address prac- 


tically in full follows: 


"A world, depression in business is 


due always to sudden change in the 
attitude of the world's peoples. This 
changed attitude is often explained 
in different countries. As being the 
result of diverse causes, including 
unwise national policies, unctne spec- 
ulation, overproduction, under-con- 
sumption, and political or social up- 
heavals.

"These, however, are more the ef- 


fects of this change o'f general atti- 
tude than the causes of it. It is of- 
ten easier to conclude that one ca- 
tastrophe or error 
in business is

Muskegon, Mich.—C/P)—The waters 


of Lake Michigan whipped into fury 
by a 40-mile gale jesterday, took 
the live's of at least five 
persons, 


swallowed up two boats and left the 
fate of a third 
undetermined 
this 


morning. 


The five dead were members of the 


crew of the barge Salvor, caught in 
the gale yesterday afternoon when 
less than two miles from safety in 
the harbor here. 


Nine others of the 14 who were 


aboard the barge reached shore alive. 
Two of them were brought in this 
morning after having spent 16 hours 
lashed to the derrick on the barge. 
They were taken to Grand Haven by 
members of the coast guard 
crew 


from that point, who shot a line 
aboard the barge this morning: to 
rescue them. A third man lashed to 
the derrick was dead, and because of 
the heavy seas still running, efforts 
to remove his body were abandoned.

committee has estimated that -only one 
fatal accident occurred last year for 
each 7,695,504 miles driven. This fig- 
«re was reached by . ascertaining the 
amount of. gasoline sold in .the. state, 
estimating the average number of miles 
driven per-gallon, and dividing by the 
total number of accidents in the state. 


Put that way it doesn't look so bad. 


One death to more than 7,000,000 miles 
of driving doesn't sound like much. But 
getting comfort out of those figures 
is just''another yray. of kidding one's 


self The: fact remains that autos in 
this country last year killed 30,000 peo- 
ple—and there isn't any way of mak- 
ing that fact seem anything but dread- 
ful. 


A PEN FIRE AND A MOVIE 
The motion picture censors can usu- 


ally be counted on to supply at least 
one good argument, every year, for 
their own abolition. 


Just now it is the Ohio board that 


has been thus obliging. 


Sometime during the last few months 


a moving picture named "The Big 
House" was issued. It has to do with 
events in a big penitentiary, and there 
is a riot in it, with considerable - un- 
pleasantness for all concerned, and a 
bit of ^implied criticism of the way 
some penitentiaries are run. 


This movie, like all others, was dis- 


tributed through the regular channels 
throughout the country. By this time, 
probably, it has been shown in practi- 
cally every large-sized city outside of 
Ohio. 


In Ohio, however, it -has not been 


shown at all. The state board of movie 
censors held it up for several months, 
refusing to hand down a definite ver- 
dict on it. Now, finally, they have 
barred it, ruling that it cannot be 
shown in Ohio because it would be 
"harmful to the boys and girls of 
Ohio." 


.The boys and girls of Ohio are no 


more impressionable or corruptible 
than the boys and girls of benighted 
states where the_ picture can be shown 
freely. But, by a peculiar coincidence, 
Ohio had a very terrible "outbreak in 
its own penitentiary last spring; an 
outbreak that came on the heels of'a 
fire that killed 320 convicts. And "The 
Big House" shows" prison conditions 
somewhat like those in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary. 


Lest anyone .should put two and two 


together and get'four, the state board 
hastens to add that all movies of gang- 
land and racketeers hereafter will be 
barred in Ohio. But human nature is 
grossly suspicious, and there are 'peo- 
ple mean enough to intimate that "The 
Big House" is banned in Ohio because 
someone does not want the voters un- 
duly reminded' of last spring's fright- 
ful tragedy. 


Very likely that suspicion is base and 


^iinwbrthy".-''But it3,s worth-while _to 
meditate, for a moment, on the singu- 
lar ^btuseness with which censorship 
operates.

you can show any kind of film which 
will give children the idea that right al- 
ways triumphs, that virtue always 
reaps a cash reward, that evil-doers are 
always brought f o book on this earth— 
and leave life to disillusion _ them as 
cruelly as it pleases.

SAMUEL ADAMS' BIRTH 


On Sept. 27. 1722,"Samuel Adams, one of the 


ieading men in the "promotion"of the American 
Revolution, was born in Boston, - Mass.. of an 
aristocratic family. Like John Adams, the sec- 
ond president, "he Tvas descended from Henry 
Adams, a Puritan emigrant. 


After graduating from Harvard College in 1740 


ie entered a law office. But this wbrk proved dis- 
;asteful to him and he snortly went to work as 
a clerk in a counting house.In this occupation 
le failed just as he did later on whenjhe went 
into the brewery business -with his father. 


He,made his-formal entry into politics at the 


age of 41, when he was elected tax collector of 
Boston. Two-.years/later, he was elected-.clerk of 
Lhe-House, .-Where,' as ;a member /of many, com- 
mittees, he wrote many of the^mostximportant 
state documents of the pre-rev.olutionary: period. 
Through Ms. service here and by his ^writings in 
the press, Adams came to be recognized as a 
leader not only in Massachusetts but in the other 
colonies. 


When in June, 1774. the Massachusetts legis- 


lature bade defiance to the British- and issued a. 
call for the Continental Congress, it .was .Adams 
who-directed the movement. He "will best be re- 
membered as a natriot and advocate of .popular 
rights.

Toronto—Canada's vast undevelop- 


ed area bordering Hudson Bay today 
offers to railroad vikings and -world 
financiers prospects of -wealth like 
those It once held out to adventurous 
explorers from the Old World who 
visloned the bay as the long-sought 
northwest passage to the fabulous 
riches of Cathay. 


Instead of providing easy access 


to the Orient's storehouse of silks, 
spices and jewels it may soon yield 
an. unlimited supply of 
minerals, 


lumber,' hydro-electric power, fish 
and furs. For the huge region, once 
though of only as the land of Eski- 
mo and made famous by dramatic 
exploits of the Northwest Mounted 
police, is on the verge of industrial 
development. 


One railroad line, extending 510 


miles north from The Pas, Mani- 
toba, to Churchill on the west coast 
of Hudson Bay, has just been placed 
in operation by the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways. Another to run 188 
miles northwest from Cochrane to 
Mopse Factory on James* Bay is 
within. 42 miles of completion. 


This latter line, being built by the 


Temiskaming- and Northern Ontario 
Railroad at a cost of §12,000,000 is 
scheduled to be opened in 1932. It 
will permit the development of re- 
sources of the Moose river basin, an 
area of several thousand 
square 


miles. 


MANY RESOURCES 


These known resources 
include 


valuable deposits of fire clays, sev- 
eral million cords of pulpwood, a 
recently discovered lignite coal de- 
posit, -where more than 100,000,000 
tons have already been blocked out, 
and - tremendous water power pos- 
sibilities. 


On one of these Ontario rivers, 


the Abitibi, a, power plant capable 
of generating 275,000 horsepower is 
urider development at a cost of $23,- 
000,000. This plant will be compar- 
able in size to the U. S. govern-- 
ment's 155,000,000 plant at Muscle 
Shoals, Ala. 


The Canadian Department. of In- 


terior' has announced that in the 
area tributary to Hudson Bay exists 
water power exceeding five million 
horsepower all year and almost 
twice this amount during the sum- 
mer.

NEW ROUTE TO EUROPE 


One of the greatest'assets which 


the new railroad development may 
bring to tlis "region is its possible 
utilization for a new route to export 
Canadian wheat. Kailroad officials 
predict that 1931 will witness the 
movement of millions

from the prairies to Hudson Bay by 
rail and thence to Liverpool by boat. 


Such a. route offers advantages 


over the present system, of shipping 
Canadian wheat to Port Arthur and

Variation Of Heat From 


Sun Rays A ffeets Earth 


BY RODNEY BUTCHER

Washington—After more than 30 


years of experiments, Dr. Charles 
Greeley Abbott, who probably know: 
more about the sun than any man in 
the world, believes he has demon- 
strated that solar radiation is vari- 
able and that its variations control 
the temperature of this earth. 


He has gone into remote places of 


South Africa, Baluchistan, Algeria, 
Chile and other countries 
in 
his 


search for exact proof. Once he trav- 
eled 30,000 miles to find" the best 
spot to record radiation. He develop- 
ed an instrument called the bolome- 
ter which measuers temperature to a 
millionth of a degree. 


" Todajf he is able to announce re 
suits of studies which may bring in- 
to the near future the time when 
weather can be forecast for whole 
seasons in advance, removing much 
of' the farmer's risk assuring safety 
for the sailor and the aviator and 
eliminating great loss and waste to 
business the world over. 


Dr. Abbot has_offered the plainest 


sort of scientific proof that the wea- 
ther ~ responds In a very important 
way to solar -radiation. 
His an- 


nouncement, it has been predicted, 
will stand as one of the epochs in the 
history of meteorology. 


"They'll start shooting- at it," he 


told this writer. "The whole thing 
seems too good to be true, anyway. 
We have shown that over a. period 
of six years the increases of de- 
creases in the intensity of solar radi- 
ation corresponded with definite de- 
flections of temperature in Washing- 
ton and at other points. 


I have only just begun. It 


is only this year that we have plain- 
ly connected the small variations of 
radiation with large variations of 
temperature. 
In the last month or 


two we have obtained these very sur- 
prising results, which seem so re- 
markably successful that I am anx- 
ious to have any errors pointed out, 
if there are any, before we go fur- 
ther with, our comparative studies of 
barometric pressure and other fac- 
tors."

Washington — Our Latin Ameri- 


can customers below the Panama Ca- 
nal seem to 
have maintained 
n 


much "more satisfactory status in re- 
gard to their trade with the United 
States than the northerly group of 
republics which includes Mexico and 
the countries of Central America and 
the Caribbean. 


The export and import figures 


comparing the year ended last June 
30 with the previous year show that 
the 10 Republics of South America 
averaged an improvement in the bal- 
ance of trade factor over 1929 where- 
as the other 10 Latin American 
states received a bad break. 


, THEY ALL DECLINED 


Relative decline of our imports 


from and our exports to all 
of 


Latin America was practically the 
same—imports failing off about 14 
per cent and exports about 13. Im-- 
ports fell from ?999,099,000. to 5S54,- 
607,000 and exports from $912,335,- 
000 to §790,130,000. 


But whereas our exports to the 


South American countries f ell "^ off 
20.S9 per cent our imports 
from 


them were reduced only 9.06 per 
cent. Exports dropped from 
$551,- 


300,000 to $436,500,000 and imports 
from $611,700,000 
to 
$556,700,000. 


That is, we- bought 90 per cent as 
much from South America as we 
did in the year before, but she only 
bought 80 per cent as- much from 
us. 


Now .take the North American re- 


publics. Our imports from them fell 
off 22.91 per cent and our exports 
to them only 2.0S per cent. Imports 
dropped from 5389,475,000 to $300,- 
327,000 and exports merely 
from 


$363,400,000 to $355,900,000. We kept 
right on selling to this group at virt- 
ually the same old pace, but 
cut 


down our purchases almost one- 
fourth. 


The figures in dollars are furnish- 


ed by the Department of Commerce 
The percentages used in this story 
were worked out at the headquarters 
of the Pan-American 'Union. They 
are especially interesting at this 
time because of current economic de- 
velopments in Latin A'merica -— and 
their political consequences, the Lat- 
in American protests against - our 
new tariff act and the fact that they 
throw some light on the facts in .the 
world-wide business depression.. It 
'should be remembered, of course, 
that declines in values of imports 
and exports are frequently largely 
due to the general lowering of com- 
modity prices. 


Cuba took the worst sock among 


those countries whose exports to the 
United States suffered — a drop of 
almost exactly 30 per cent from "a 
1929 
export business of $214,100,000. 


Meanwhile, we sold Cuba "all but 
12.65 per cent as much in the fiscal 
year of 1930.as in 1929. Mexico's bal- 
ance of trade fared considerably 
worse, for while our imports from 
her fell off 17.23 .per cent 
-we in- 


creased our exports to Mexico by 
17.23 
per cent..

They 
were married at once, and then, in 
an open sleigh drawn by one horse, 
they drove 100 miles, in weather 
that was 40 below zero, to the site 
of their future home.

HAS QUEEN'S MEMENTOES 
Dressed in the gown in which she 


last served Queen Victoria almost 
half a century ago — a tight-fitting 
basque with a draped skirt of black 
silk — Mrs. Williams loves to display 
her treasures to her friends. She has 
gowns, silver, silks and other me- 
mentoes given her by Victoria, in- 
cluding a paper 
weight made of 


black marble just like that used In 
the tomb of Prince Albert. 


Her most prized possession is a 


seal ring which the queen gave her. 
It has two Ma and two Da, inverted, 
engraved on a green stone; Mrs. 
Williams explains that her majesty 
designed this rin^for her so that 
she could re-address' the queen's mail 
when need of secrecy was imperative 
in state and foreign communications, 
and that the unusual ring was used 
to seal the envelopes.

have made fairly consistent profits 
These firms are the ones which ap 
ply scientific 
methods to produc 


tion, stock control and merchandis 
ing. 


Most successful tanners adhere t 


a strict policy of short-term con 
tracts and prompt payments^. Thi 
makes for faster turnovers, and a 
the same time reduces chances o 
being oversold in a rising market 
Furthermore, 
those 
firms 
con 


sciously or unconsciously use fact 
to guide them in the formation o 
their policies. 
Of .course, the us 


of such facts has to be coupled witl 
the ability to interpret them. He 
member that there are always pro 
fits to be made in any industry fo: 
forms which produce superior pro 
ducts economically and market them 
efficiently.- 


HIDE PRICES PROBLEM 


'Few industries are subject to sucl 


rapid and extensive price changes as 
hides and leather. Inability of th' 
tanners and manufacturers to fore 
see these price movements and make 
proper adjustments for them is th 
reason why the leather business is. 
always alternating between 
feas 


and famine. The very nature of the 
raw materials constitutes a major 
difficulty in the leather business 
Hides, being a by-product, are rela 
lively beyond control as to supply 
In other words, in most industries 
increasing demand is met. by an. in 
crease both in price 
and supply 


However, in hides an active demand 
does not necessarily 
bring- an in 


crease in. hide supply, but usually 
results in disproportionate price up- 
turn. 


The sharp upward movements in 


prices from 1926 to 1928 were largely 
due to the feverish demand on the 
part of the tanners when the de 
mand for leather increased. Likewise 
radical declines have since 
taken 


place as the demand for leather de- 
-creasgd. .This, state of ..affairs has 
meant ,_that most leather companies 
showed profits while prices were ad- 
vancing, but that such profits were 
rapidly wiped out or changed" into 
losses on a declining market. Many 
tanners have tried to maintain earn- 
ings by using, the average cost of 
the soaked.hides as a basis of pro- 
duction costs. They have found this 
to be difficult in a declining market. 
Because of lack~of courage or fear 
of competition during such markets 
many tanners have sold "on. a re- 
placement basis and 
some times 


made price concessions or 
adjust- 


ments on sales already made. 


CYCLE. AT LOW POINT 


There have always been, cylical 


movements or swings in hide prices. 
These have extended over periods of 
about three to threa and one-half 
years. Of course, price cycles do not 
follow in the same groove each tune. 
There are many influences which at 
any particular time, tend to counter- 
act or accentuatexthe cycle 
price 


movement. In the first place, there 
is a marked seasonal variation in 
the price of hides which is largely 
a reflection of the difference in qual- 
ity of hide taken, off. However, mak- 
ing allowance for these variations it 
would seem that the price cycle is 
now at a low point and should turn 
upward. 


Another great influence upon, the 


hide price cycle is'the movement of 
general business. The price of Xo. 
1 ^Native Packer hides .and an in- 
dex of general business from 1893 
to date shows a close relationship. 
If business declines at the 
same 


time that the hide price cycle starts 
on. an upward swing, the tendency 
is to neutralize the price upturn, 
and vice versa. Also, because the 
stock market often anticipates busi- 
ness conditions, one finds even a 
closer relationship between stock 
market movements and hide prices. 
The significance of this study 
at 


present is that any up-turn in busi- 
ness probably -Kill be anticipated by 
the stock market, and very quickly 
followed by the hide market.

Steel Corpo- 
ration over a. period of years and as 
a matter of fact are being continued.

Athletics were the greatest team of

the farms and gardens and groves 
of China, and of ores from her 
mines. 
"In its purely Ideal 
geography, 


Hankow • can be compared to New 
York. -.-.It consists of three cities 
grouped across the water from each 
other like New York, Brooklyn and 
Jersey City. The group is situated 
where the .narrow Han BJver meets 
the broad' Yangtze, which is two 
miles across at this point. Hankow 
proper, by far the largest of the 
three communities lies in a triangle 
between the left bank of the Han 
and the left hank of the Yangtze. 
Across the KHJI is Hanyang, where 
the tall chimneys of great steel 
mills pour out an incessant stream 
of smoke. Across the Yangtze from 
both ia Wuchang, capital of Hupeh 
Province, and, for ages an important 
political center. Together the three 
closely associated cities have a pop- 
ulation of one-and-a-half million peo- 
ple, with close to a million of the 
total in Hankow. The group is of- 
ten referred to as 'the Wu-Han Cit- 
ies'.

For more than two 
miles the international Bund stretch- 
es along the north bank of the river.

Slacridy Bey, Bub-director of the

St. Slary Pauacrantos, a Byzantine 
edifice consisting of two juxtaposed 
churches, one dating from the 10th 
and the other from the 13th century.

sculptures buried within the church, 
which in 1495 was transformed into 
a mosque, but also a marble icon of 
the 10th century.

No UnentploymentlnFrance 
But Business Is Affected 


BY JOHN EVANS 


(Associated' Press Staff Writer) 
Paris—(/P)—France ia proud that 


she has no unemployment although 
her business suffers from the world- 
wide depression. 


Paul Rcynaud, minister of finance 


told tho American Club that France 
is better oft than her neighbors. He 
estimated French reduction in trade 
as 10 per cent. 


Premier Andre Tardieu, In another 


address, admitted he was an Incor- 
rigible optimist and said he had rea- 
son for being so. 


"Shake off the load of dead ideas 


that burden tho living," he urged. 
"Beware of tho epidemic of grum- 
bling that seems to be attacking in- 
dividuals, classes and peoples. Be 
faithful to the Joy of work well done, 
expressed In Franco In a song of 
centuries." 


Just how France is traveling with 


reasonable comfort over tho" slough 
of despond is explained by econo- 
mists as a situation of many factors. 


Unemployment rarely has bother- 


ed tho French, they say, because 
her system of work is based on the 
full order book. Men aren't laid off 
often because a business firm seldom 
takes on men for a rush period but 
keeps the old staff busy ail the time, 
advance orders carrying over any 
slack 
months. As employment Is 


constant, buying keeps up 
fairly 


well. 


The war reduced France's man- 


power by a million and a half. To 
replace this loss great numbers of 
immigrant laborers were admitted 
under temporary Ministry of labor 
licenses. Now when unemployment 
threatens the ministry merely stop- 
ped labor immigration. 


Depression, nevertheless, Is recog- 


nized as affecting France to an in- 
creasing degree. One indication is 
tho automobile- Industry. The largest 
plant here in April showed a drop 
of 7 per cent in output from last 
year and In May this reduction be- 
came 25 per cent. Some other mak- 
ers did slightly better including Ford 
who is reported to have improved 
slightly on last year's production of 
1000 cars a month. 


Other American cars have suffer- 


ed badly this summer, which is at- 
tributed to tho disposition of the 
average Frenchman to buy lower- 
priced cars. Luxury types, both 
French and American, sell as usual, 
:hc rich still being rich and wanting 
to spend their money. 


'Other lines are more difficult to 
heck but trade papers and econ- 
omists generally agree trade is 


slackening In France, 
although 


prices aro keeping up. 


This maintenance of prices, In- 


deed, is one cause of disaffection, 
which finds expression in the strikes 
against the new social insurance 
system. This insurance requires con- 
tributions of 4 per cent each from 
employer and employee, with addi- 
tions by the government as neces- 
sary. As many as 100,000 men were 
on strike at one time, demanding 
pay Increases to balance the work- 
ers' contribution. Their spokesman 
directed attention, to the increasing 
cost of bread and to the failure of 
commodity prices to fall as business 
declined. 


Tourist trade last year was bad 


and got a bad start this year,- both 
because of depression in the United 
States and other countries and be- 
cause the weather this summer dis- 
couraged traveling. 


But, 
with all 
these 
difficulties, 


Franca 
maintains a tone of opti- 


mism, obeying the- cheerful injunc- 
tion of Premier Tardieu to banish 
grumbling, and with a certain con- 
tentment in-France's possession of 
51.SOO.OOO.OOO In gold the 
highest 


per capita in the world.
